B.C. HINDUS PASSED 
MANY RESOLUTIONS 


oe That They be Given Same 
| Liberties as Other British 
Subjects. 


oo ‘ 

Vancouver, B.C., April 30—At a 
meeting of the Hindus of the lower 
mainland, held yesterday afternoon 
in the Swadish Svak Hcnie, 1632 Sec- 
ond avenue west, a series of resolu- 
tions was drafted, protesting against 
what was characterized as unfair dis- 
crimination of the Dominion govern- 
ment against ‘British Indian immi- 
grants and asking that the restrictions 
complained of be removed. Copies 
of the resolution will be forwarded to 
Ottawa, ‘the Viceroy of India, the 
secretary of State for India, the a- 
tive representatives on the Vice-Regal 
Council, and the native press of In- 
dia, 

“One of the sacred privileges of 
British citizenship,” runs the intro- 
duction, “is individual liberty. The 
treabment received by us under: the 
existing Dominion immigration laws 
thampers our individual liberty.” 

“All British subjects, after a resi- 
dence of six months, are eligible to 
citizenship of the Dominion of Can- 
ada, but, to our misfortune, we are 
debarred from enjoying this right, 
We strongly protest against jt, and 
demand all our rights as British sub- 
jects with all the emphasis we can 
command. 

“We appeal and most forcefully 
bring to-your notice that, no such dis- 
criminating laws are existing against 
us in foreign countries like the 
United States of America, Germany, 
Japan and othors, to whom we do not 
owe ‘any allegiance. Under these cir- 
cumstances, we most respectfully im- 
plore a favorable consideration’ and 
prompt amendments “to these unfair 
laws.”

$240,000 IS 
LOST BY FIRE 


Winnipeg bin of Foley Bros, Lar- 
son and Co. Burned Out. 


WAS A SPECTACULAR BLAZE 


Contents of Big Warehouse are a Total 
Loss—Building Badly Damaged— 
Insurance Small. 


Winnipeg, April 29—A most .spee- 


tacular ifire started shortly after 20 
o'clock in the wholesale grocery de- 
partment of Foley Bros., Larson and 


Company, Main street. Although the 


watchman ‘had been through the biild- 
dng within half am hour before dis- 


covery and noticed nothing, when the 
alarm was turned in the fire had got 
a tremendous hold in the three upper 
storics of the seven storey building. 

A general alarm was turned in and 
the entire available fighting force of 
the brigade concentrated on the fire 
and finally got it under. control, but 
not until midnight was the fire finally 
extinguished. For the ‘space of an 
hour and a half the roof was set aflame 
mounting 20 and 30 feet in the air and 
illuminating the entire city, causing 
total darkness when the flames were 
contined to the building. \ 

The thigh pressure systent worked 
satisfactorily, but the pride of the city, 
dts water tower, was abandoned, after 
it was discovered it could not force 
the water through it, the streams that 
came from the ‘hand hose on the 
ground ‘going right over the build- 
ing. 

The three top stories were gutted 
and damaged tby fire, smoke and water, 
and the entire stock on the lower 
floors was irredeemably ruined by the 
flood of water. 

It is impossible to get a reliable 
estimate yet, but the damage to the 
building is estimated at $40,000, and 
to the stock and contents $200,000. 

It is impossible to get the amount 
of insurance yet, but it was fully cov- 
ered, largely by American companies. 
But a faw yards from Main street, the 
main artery of city traffic was promtly 
crossed with several lines of fire hose, 
paralyzing street car and vehicle traf- 
fic. An element of ‘humor awas_ pro- 
vided ‘by the iproduction and solemn 
clamping of hose bridges to one set 
of rails where there was no hose and 
which consequently did not break the 
blockade. It was evident, hawever, 
that the bridges were for small hose 
and useless for six-inch hose of the 
high pressure system. 

The police handled the crowd well, 
and. beyond the blockade there was 
no inconvenience to the public.

HUDSON BAY LINE 
WELCOMED BY WEST 


Prospect of New Route by Rail; 


and Water to the East is 


Seen. 


Winnipeg, April 20.—The inclusion 
in the federal estimates handed down 
last week at Ottawa of $500,000 for 
preliminary expenses din connection 
with the railway to Hudson's Bay has 
awakened lively interest iin this great 
project. There is probably today no 
feature of development in the west 
that is taken more seriously by the 
masses than the construction of this 
road, and the possible opening within 
three years of a new rail and water 
route ‘to the ultimate markets of 
consumption. 

The growing need of additional 
routes to tidewater for western grain 
is illustrated by the increased ship- 
ments of grain via United States lines 
to Kuropean markets. for instance, 
last week there passed over the in- 
ternational boundary at Gretna, Man., 
a train load of forty carrying 
grain via the Lill lines out of Canada 
for export. The bonding arrange- 
ments with the States penmit — this 
and Western shippers. avail them- 
selves of ‘this route whem they find 
it more economical or convenient. 
Thus, the completion of the new 
Grand ‘Trunk Pacific grain route from 
Winnipeg to the head of lake navi- 
gation in Canada and active construc- 
tion work on the Hudson's Bay line, 
together with energetic plans of ‘the 
C. Pp. R. to shorten curves and lower 
grades to the coast for shipment of 
grain to Europe via the Pacific come 
at atime when the prairie provinces 
promise an enormous increase in grain 
production,

SPIDERS EARN BIG MONEY 


Los Angeles Firm Uses Insects to Help 
Make Delicate Optical Instruments. 


Los Angeles,;April 30—Ilow per- 
sons look upon the common garden 
spider as a skilled worker in occupa- 
tions other than the trapping of flies, 
but a Los Angeles optical company is 
utilizing a force of the insects in the 
manufacture of certain delicate in- 
struments used by surveyors, archi- 
tects and astronomers. 

The spiders are kept constantly en- 
gaged in making webs which are 
transferred to small parts of the in- 
struments, called “ cross-wires,” which 
are necessary in ascertaining exact 
distance without actual measurement, 
The spiders, while held by the sjhind 
legs by their keeper, weave webs 
across a diagonal frame. These webs 
are then removed from the frame by 
means of a wire instrument, the ends 
ot wwhich are covered with shellac. 
When the shellac hardens, the webs 
are available for the manufacture of 

Scross-wires.” 

Oiie spider can spin about forty feet 
of web in 15 minutes, while an instru- 
ment equipped with a single inch of 
web sells for $3. The keeper says that 
the spiders do their best work on 
cold days, being irritable and danger- 
ous in hot weather.

Hot Cross Firing Between Bennett and 
Witness—Faulkner Hasn't 
"Shown up Yet

G. D. Minty was again cross-exam- 
ined by R. B. Bennett. Hé knew 
nothing of the statement of Imerson 
on the stand that part of Cornwall's 
$544,000 stock in the Athabasca syndi- 
cate was to be divided amongst poli- 
ticlans of weight.

“T can't say.” 

Minty pleaded he was ill about this 
time and could not possibly fix the 
date. He got the document from 
Clarke so as to assist in the inquiry.

All Minty could remember was that it 
was in March. 

Bennett started on a new tack and 
questioned Minty closely as to 
Clarke’s and Bawen’s statements in 
June and July, 1908, as to what as- 
sistance they expected from the gov- 
ernment. Minty said they svere op- 
timistic, but he couldn’t say whether 
the government gave Clarke any as- 
surances, 

“Do you swear Clarke did not ‘see 
any member of the government?”

There was then some hot* cross-tir- 
ing and fencing between Bennett and 
Minty, but the latter claimed he did 
not know what Clarke was promised. 
After June 6th, 1908, Minty became 
the solicitor for Bowen and Clarke, 
and gave up the solicitorship for the 
syndicate.

Minty did not know who Clarke re- 
ferred to in his letter, when she asked 
advice regarding getting a commission 
froma syndicate. It might mean bond, 
underwriters. Minty’s letter advising 
against this next appeared. When 
the company was organized Clarke de- 
posited $50,000 in the Merchants Bank 
in Edmonton. ‘he money was. paid 
in cheque to Clarke's account. Clarke 
had an overdraft of $50,000 in ‘the 
Merchants Bank in Edmonton. It 
was not a note, it was an overdraft. 
The arrangement of the overdraft is 
verbal and is shown by cheques only.
